Tan Lambeth Conference has occupied mach attention daring the past month, both 
og to the large number of Bishops which it has brought fa! gat yor 
appearance and occasional utterances in public. The most important work con- 
nected with the Conference is probsbly that which is still being carried on by the 
Committees, who have been allowed « fortnight to formulate theit reports, and whose 
meetings have been conducted in private. These reports, when made public, vill 
no doubt be interesting, and will carry with them weight, especially among 
members of Episcopal commanions, although they will not pretend to anything like 
7 authority, as this is a Conference only and not u Bynod in the strict ecclesiastical 
sense. A few words of large-hearted Christian liberality, recognising Christianity 
outside the Episcopal pale, occur in the Primate’s opening address of welcome, and are 
a cause for thankfulness. His closing words were: Lastly, may He inspire and bless 
the work of all believers, be they Churchmen or no, who love the Lord Jesus Christ in . 
sincerity and truth! 
It is-carious that the same time should have been chosen for the assembling of 
the Pan-Presbyterian Conference as that of the Conference of Bishops at Lambeth. 
A later or earlier period would have given the Presbyterian Conference a less occupied . 
field for public attention, and so have doubtless attracted more interest to the claims 
of so large and influentis! = Christian body as that which was there represented.
